An  Act  to  incorporate    "The  Montreal  Amateur 
Athletic  Association. 


WJicrenH  thu  poiHoiiK  heriiinaftcr  named,  with  a  larg<!  nMml»er 
of  otherH  in  tho  City  of  Montreal, have  aHHotiatoil  thcniHolvcs 
for  the  estabiiHhmcnt  of  an  Athletic  AsHociation,  and  have 
pniyed  to  be  inct)rporat,ed  by  the  name  c  "The  Montreal 
Amateur  i*  thletic  Association,"  for  the  pu r^ tosc  of  encourag- 
ing the  practice  of  athletic  Kports  in  tli«  'ity  ;f  Mon'  oul,  and 
it  [h  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  their  pe^itiuii  ;  therefore 
Her  Ai.ijesty,  by  and  with  the  ailvice  aaa  consent  of  tLc 
Legislature  of  Quebec,  enacts  as  follows : 

1.  Edward  A.  Whitehead,  Angus  Grant,  Nich^'as  H. 
Hughes,  William  L.  Maltby,  Archibald  W.  Stevenson,  Robert 
D.  Ml  Gibbon,  Hugh  Wylie  Becket,  Robert  McGill  Stewa-t, 
Hamuel  M.  Bay  lis,  Thomtis  L.  Paton,  James  King  Whyt«i 
and  George  R.  Starke,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  now 
members,  or  shall  hereafter  become  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion, are  constituted  and  shall  be  a  body  i)olitic  and  corporate 
by  the  name  of  "  The  Montreal  Amateur  Athletic  Associa- 
tion," for  the  al)ove  purpose. 

2.  The  Corporation  sliall  have  the  right  to  purchase,  ti«^- 
quire,  hold,  possess  and  enjoy,  all  lands,  tenements,  and  here- 
ditaments, and  all  real  or  immoveiiible  estate  l»eing  and  situate 
in  the  City  of  Montreal  or  its  vicinity,  necessary  for  its  actual 
use  and  occupation  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  created ; 
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Hiid  HUC'li  property  in  hyjmtlK.'cute,  moII,  alienate  aud  (Ii.spo.so 
of,  and  to  acquire  other  iuntead  thereof,  whenever  the  Corpo- 
ration may  deem  it  proper  8o  to  dt) ;  but  such  real  estate  kIuUI 
not  exceed  the  annual  value  of  tive  thousond    loUars. 

3.  The  constitution,  niles  and  regulations,  now  in  force, 
toucliing  the  admiHsion  and  expulsion  of  members  and  the 
management  and  conduct  generally  of  the  affairs  and  concerns 
of  the  Association,  in  so  far  they  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  Province,  sliall  be  the  constitution,  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Cori)<>mtion  ;  provide<i  always,  that  the 
Corponition,  may,  from  time  to  time,  alter,  repeal  and  change, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  such  constitution,  rules  and  regulations, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  constitution,  rules  and  regula- 
titms,  then  in  force. 

4.  All  property  and  effects,  now  owned  by,  or  held  in  trust 
for  the  Association,  are  hereby  v(;sted  in  the  Corporation  ami 
shall  be  applied  solely  to  the  piirposes  of  the  Corporation  ; 
and  all  debts,  claims  for  subs(;riptions  or  contributions  of 
membei-s  and  other  rights  accruing  to  the  Association  under 
its  constitution,  rules  and  regulations,  shall  b(;  vested  ir,  the 
C/ori)oration  constituted  by  this  Act ;  and  the  (corporation 
shall  be  charged  with  the  lial)ilities  and  obligations  of  the 
Association. 

5.  No  m(;raber  of  the  Corporation  shall  i»e  liable  for  any 
of  the  debts  thereof,  beyond  a  sum  which  shall  be  equal  to 
the  am<>uiit  of  the  origiiuil  entrance!  fee,  antl  the  resptjctivc 
share  of  every  member  in  the  amount  of  the  subsecjuent  con- 
tributions or  divisions,  which  might  hereafter  be  levied  or 
allotted  V>etween  all  tin;  members,  for  the  time  being,  in  e(|ual 
shares,  and  which  might  remain  unpaid  by  s-ich  niTuber 
and  any  member  of  the  Corporation,  not  being  in  arrears,  may 


retire  tlierefroni  iintl  shall  cease  to  l>e  Hiicli  niernher,  on  giving 
notice  to  tliat  elfcct,  in  such  form  as  may  be  required  l>y  tlie 
constitution,  rules  and  regulations,  and  thereafter  shall  be 
wholly  free  from  liability  for  any  debt  or  engfigeraent  thereof ; 
and  every  member,  expelled  or  retiring  from  the  Corporation, 
or  whose  name  shall  have  been  struck  out  of  the  list  of  mem- 
bers, for  any  of  the  reasons  mentioned  in  the  constitution, 
rules  and  regulations,  shall  forfeit  all  rights  of  membership. 

6.  The  rents,  revenues  and  profits,  arising  out  of  every 
description  of  moveable  and  immoveable  property  belonging 
to  the  Corporation,  shall  be  appropiiated  and  employed  to 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  Corjmration,  to  the  construction  and 
repairs  of  the  buildings  required  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Co'  poration,  and  to  the  payment  of  expenses  legitimattjly  in- 
curred in  carrying  out  any  of  the  objects  relating  to  the 
aforesaid  purposes.

MKMBERSHIF. 

Sec.  1.  The  membership  of  this  Association  shall  be 
limited  to  amateurs. 

"  An  -airiateur  is  one  who  bar*  never  competed  for  a  money 
prize,  or  staked  bt't,  or  with  or  against  any  professional  for 
any  prize,  or  who  has  never  taught,  pursued,  or  assisted  in 
the  practice  of  athletic  exercise  as  a  means  of  obtaining  a 
liveliho<HJ." 

Sec.  2.     'Hi is  Asjwxiaf  ion  shall  consist  of  the  members  of 
the  Montreal   LacrosHc.    Snow  Shoe,    Bicycle  and  F'oot  Bjill 
Clubs,  and  the  Tuipie  Bleue  Toboggan  Club,  and  of  such  other 
clubs  as  nuiy  hereafter  be  admitted  to  the  Association. 

Sec.  3.  Should  other  clubs  desire  admission  to  the 
Ass(»ciati(»n  the  temis  of  affiliation  shall  be  first  approved  of 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  subsequently  ratified  by  the 
members  at  a  special  meeting  to  be;  called  for  that  purpose, 
and  if  nec;esHary,  tiie  constitution  ainl  by-laws  amended  to

Sec.  I.  Members  of  the  A88ociatit)n  shall  be  olocte<l  by 
the  Board  of  Directors,  except  as  provided  in  Sec.  4. 

Sec.  2.  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  one  black  hall  in  ten 
votes  to  exclude  the  applicant. 

Sec.  3.  Every  candidate  for  memberhip  shall  sign  an 
application  to  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer  for  that 
purpose,  this  application  must  also  he  signed  by  two  members 
and  passed  to  the  Secretaiy-Treasurer  to  be  read  at  the  next 
ensuing  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  The  chairman 
of  the  meeting  shall  appoint  two  members  of  tht^  Boanl  to 
form  a  committee  of  enq  .iry  who  shall  make  such  enqtiirier. 
as  they  may  deem  proper.  The  name,  occ  apation  and  busi- 
ness or  other  address  of  the  candidate  as  well  as  the  names 
of  the  members  who  have  recommended  him  shall  then  be 
l>osted  up  in  the  club  room  until  the  following  meeting,  when

Sec.  4.  A  member  of  twelve  (12)  oonRecntive  years' 
standiniif  shall  boa  life  member  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  Every  candidate  on  beinp:  elected  shall  siiyn  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  pay  his  dues  within  fourt<>en 
days,  the  proposer  and  se«f>nder  being  held  responsible  for 
the  same. 

Sec.  6.  Subscriptions  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the 
1st  May  and  1st  November.  New  subscriptions  shall  date 
from  eitlier  of  those  times,  last  before  the  date  of  election, 
and  shall  be  payable  in  full. 

Sec.  7.  Members  of  previous  years  |)aying  the  annual 
subscription  of  ten  dollars  shall  have  the  option  of  paying 
such  subscription  half  yearly  on  May  1st  and  November  Ist, 
but  only  if  paid  within  thirty  days. 

Sec.  R.  Any  member  in  arrears  to  the  Association  for 
two  months  shall  be  excluded  from  all  privileges  of  mem- 
bership, and  if  arrears  remain  unpaid  for  tw^o  months  longer 
his  membership  shall  be  forfeited. 

Sec.  9.  Passes  and  Badges  shall  be  issued  only  on  i>ay- 
ment  of  current  subscription. 

Sec.  10.  The  funds  and  assets  of  the  clubs  forming  this 
Association  shall  be  iKwled  and  tbo  legal  title  to  all  pro- 
perty belonging  to  them  shall  be  vested  in  the  Association. 

•     Sec.  11.  Each  Affiliated  Club   shall  be  entitled  to   draw 
from  the  funds  of  the  Assof;iation   such  an  amount  as  in  the 
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opinionofthe  Directors  shall  be  necesRary  to  carry  on  itn 
affairs.  Any  club  requiring  money  tor  such  pupose  shall 
make  a  requisition  for  the  same  through  its  Secretary, 
such  requisition  having  first  l)een  approved  by  the  com- 
mittee of  the  club,  and  if  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors shall  be  paid  as  required  on  the  written  order  of  the 
President  of  the  club. 

Sec.  12.  The  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  kept  in 
some  chartered  Bank,  and  shall  be  withdrawn  only  on  the 
joint  cheque  of  the  President  and  one  Director,  countcu-signed

Sec.  3.  The  Directors  shall  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  within 
two  weeks  after  their  election,  select  from  among  their 
nnmbei  a  President,  a  Vice-President  and  an  Auditor.  They 
shall  nlso  appoint  such  Sub-Committees  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  proper  working  of  the  Association.

DUTIES    OF   OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.  I*nESii)ENT. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to 
preside  at  all  meetings,  to  see  that  the  nilesof  the  Assoiiation 
are  strictly  enforciid,  to  order  Special  Meetings  of  the  Asstxia- 
tion  upon  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  the 
written  request  of  any  twenty-five  members,  as  prorlded  for  in 
Sec.  3,  Article  IX,  to  declare  the  votes  and  to  haTe  a  general 
supervisiim  over  the  affairs  of  the  Association.  In  the 
absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  perform 
his  duties,  or  should  no  such  officer  be  present  at  a  meet- 
ing, a  chairman  shall  Ik;  chosen  by  vote.  The  President 
shall  be  ex-officio^  a  member  of  all  (Jommittees,  and  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Secret  ary-Trka  SIR.  R. — The  Secretary-Treasurer 
shall  Im-  t^-<}ffirio  Treasurer  of  all  the  Clubs  belonging  to  the 


AfiROoifttion.  It  shall  be  his  dnty  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of 
the  proceedings  at  all  moc^tingsof  the  AHsociation  and  Boa 'd  of 
Directors.  He  shall  have  custody  of  all  moneys,  bonds,  title- 
deeds  and  other  securities  belonging  to  the  Association 
and  shall  have  charge  of  and  keep  the  books  of  the  Associa- 
tion, collectall  subscriptions  and  moneys  due  the  Associa- 
tion, and  its  Affiliated  Clubs  and  grant  discharges  for  the 
sam(!  f)n  their  regular  printed  forms.  He  shall  also  keep  a  full 
r(!cord  of  the  name  and  address  of  each  member,  notify  candi- 
dates of  their  election,  and  the  members  of  all  meetings,  con- 
duc;t  the  correspondence,  keep  copies  of  all  letters  written  and 
fyles  of  all  re{;ei  ved.  His  books  and  vouchers  shall  at  all  times 
be  subject  to  tht;  inspection  of  the  Auditor  and  shall  be  i>ro- 
duced  wh(;never  they  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of 
Directors.  He  shall  render  to  the  Auditor  daily  a  statement 
of  receipts  and  expenditure  and  shall  deposit  all  moneys  in 
his  bauds  in  the  regular  bnnk  account  of  the  Associa- 
tion daily,  or  as  soon  as  the  amount  shall  exceed  fifty 
dollars  and  shall  exhibit  the  bank  book  to  the  Audit(»r. 
He  shall  render  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure  and 
t;xhibit  the  bank  book  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  every 
meeting,  and  a  cash  statement  once  a  month  (or  more  fre- 
quently if  deemed  necessary),  prepare  the  regular  annual 
and  semi-annual  reports  and  statements,  and  perform  such 
oth(U'  duties  in  connection  with  the  Association  and  the 
Clubs  belonging  to  it,  as  he  may  be,  directed  to  do  by  the 
lioard.  He  shall  make  out  and  serve  a  notice  upon  every 
member  whose  subscription  is  two  months  in  arrears,  and  if 
the  same  remain  unpaid  for  two  weeks  longer  shall  report 
the  fact  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  when  ordered  by  the 
Boaid  shall  i»o8t  their  names  upon  the  bulletin.  He  shall 
furnish  a   ,uuavant«'c  bond  for  ♦Ik'  proper  performances  of  his 
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duticK  of  8u<h  an  amount  an  th»r  Directors  sluill  dccin  ihicck- 
8ary.  He  may  resign  his  position  by  giving  one  niontli's 
notice  in  writing,  or  his  services  may  bo  dispeus(!<l  with  on 
tl»e  same  notice. 

Hec.  3.  AuDiTon. — The  Auditor  shall  receive  from  the  Hec- 
retary-Treasnrer  daily  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure 
and  shall  at  thestime  time  examine  the  bank  book  to  ascertain 
that  all  moneys  have  been  deposited  in  the  regular  l>ank 
account  of  the  Association,  provided  that  the  amonnt  in 
hand  exceeds  fifty  dollai-s.  He  shall  verify  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer's  cash  statements  and  balances  and  ct'rtify  tht? 
mmw  as  coiTcct  before  they  are  present<id  to  the  Board,  and  he 
shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  financial  afllairs 
of  the  Association.  ' 

Sec.  4.  Board  of  Diub(;tors. — The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
have  the  full  management  and  control  of  all  the  property, 
effects  and  assets  of  the  Association.  They  shall  enforce  the? 
preservation  of  order  and  obedience  to  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  Rules  of  the  Association  and  shall  make  oi- 
authorize  all  necessary  contnicts  and  purchases.  The 
immoveable  propeily  of  the  Association  shall  not  be  sold 
or  disposed  of  by  the  Directoi-s  unless  authorisKjd  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  raeral>ers  of  the  Association  present  at 
a  meeting  to  be  called  as  provided  in  Article  IX.,  S(»c.  3. 
They  shall  have  power  to  empl<»y  such  servants  an<f 
assistants,  and  to  make  snch  regulations  for  the  economy, 
comfort  and  success  of  the  Association  as  they  shall  think 
proper.  They  shall  ajjpoint  one  of  tlieir  numlx^r  ju*  chairman  of 
ejich  of  the  following  deportments  :  Gymnasium,  Heading 
and  Club  Rooms,  Bowling,  Shooting.  Billiard  Rooni,  Field 
Sports*.    Kntcrtainm(;nts,   Grounds,  an<l    Property   and     Buil- 
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ding.  Tho  Chairman  of  each  Deimrtrnent  Ri»all  have  entire 
control  of  the  same,  with  iM)wer  to  make  rules  for  itH  govern- 
ment, Kubjeet  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  and  to  call  to  hi8 
aid  Huch  other  members  of  the  Association,  Jis  he  may  require 
to  assist  him.  He  shall  at  the  end  of  the  year  make  a  report 
in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  No  expenditure  shall 
be  incurred  in  these  various  departments  without  the  api)ro- 
val  of  the  Board.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  within  two 
weeks  after  their  election  appoint  a  properly  qualitie<l  person 
as  Secretary-Treasurer  at  such  remuneration  as  they  may 
decide  on.  They  shall  also  ginnt  a  suitable  honorarium  t« 
the  Auditor  in  recognition  of  his  services.  They  shall  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  make  through  the 
•Secretary-Treasurer  a  full  report  of  their  proceedings  during 
the  previous  yeur  and  recommend  such  mea-,'.ues  as  they 
may  deem  advisable.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  eng;vge 
a  professional  Accountant  to  examine  the  books  and  ju'counts 
of  the  Association  semi-tinnually  or  whenever  reipiestcxl  so  to 
do  by  the  President,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  Board.

MEETINOS. 

The  annual  Meeting  of  the  Asso<^iation  shall  be 
held  on  the  third  Monday  in  May,  for  the  reception  of  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  th(^  Secretary-Treasurer's 
financial  statement  (which  stiitement  sjjall  })e  audited, 
printed  and  circulated  among  the  members  at  least  three 
days  before  the  meeting),  and  for  the  transaction  of  such 
other  business  as  may  l»e  brought  befoit^  it.

For  dcliherate  fouls,  which  oc(  asicm  iujuiy  to  oj)pon(!ntK.  or 
efTtrct  the  result  of  the  game — for  the  first  offence  the  Referee 
shall  have  power  to  suspend  th«'  player  commilting  it  for  the 
rest  of  the  game,  (not  match)  in  which  such  foul  tak«;s  place. 
For  a  second  offence,  tlie  Referee  may  remove  the  offending 
jilayer.  and  ronipel  his  side  to  finish  the  niatch  shorthanded. 
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HvLK  XX. —  Intkhimi'tri)  Matcuks. 
In  the  event  of  a  match  hcini,^  interrupted  hy  darkness^,  or 
any  other  cauHo  conHi(l<'re(l  li^ht  by  tlie  lleferee,  and  one  Hide 
having  won  two  ganien,  the  otlser  none,  th(!  side  having:  won 
two  games  shall  be  declared  winner  of  the  match.  Should 
one  side  have  won  two  games  and  the  other  one,  the  match 
Rhall  be  considered  drawn.

When  a  dead  heat  is  run,  the  two  making  the  dead  heat  are 
entitled  to  start  as  if  eacli  had  won  a  heat. 

The  positions  of  competitors  in  a  race  in  heats  shall  he 
decideti  by  their  position  in  the  final  heat.  But  the  winner 
of  a  heat  takes  precedence  of  a  non-winner,  even  though  the 
latter  shall  beat  him  for  place  in  the  final  heat. 

ARTICLE  v.— OF  Brushing. 

No  competitor  shall  cross  the  track  of  another  competitor 
to  take  it,  until  he  shall  be  six  feet  in  advance  of  that  com- 
petitor. 

In  races  round  a  course,  a  competitor  must  pass  on  the 
outside,  but  if  a  competitor  in  advance  deliberately  draws  out 
of  his  track  and  leaves  his  successor  room  to  pass  him  on  the 
inside,  that  successor  may  do  so. 

ARTICLE  VI. — OF  Disqualifications. 

The  judges  may  disqualify  a  competitor  for  persistent  false 
starts,  for  disobedience  to  their  orders,  or  to  those  of  the 
starter,  or  for  deliberately  jostling  or  impeding  any  other 
competitor. 

ARTICLE  VII.— of  Winning. 

That  competitor  is  winner,  whose  breast  first  reaches  the 
tape. 

ARTICLE  VIII— OF  Hurdle  Racks. 

In  hurdle  races,  a  runner  who  leaps  on  a  hurdle,  runs 
through  or  around  it,  vaults  it,  or  passes  it  in  any  other  way 
than  by  fairly  leaping  over  it,  commits  a  foul  and  shall  be 
disqualifiiMi. 
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ARTICLE  IX. — OP  RoNNiNG  Praudulrntly. 

Whenever  a  competitor  shall  run  not  to  win,  he  shall  Ihj 
diRqiialified  for  twelve  montliR  from  starting:  in  any  race 
^:overne<i  hy  these  rules. 

ARTICLE  X.— OF  LosiNo  a  Shoe. 

So  lon^  as  both  snowshoes  remain  atta<^luKl  to  the  feet  t>r 
ankles,  a  runner  may  continue  his  race. 

A  runner  cannot,  however  carry  his  shoe  iu  his  hand  in 
event  of  its  slipping  from  his  feet. 


ARTICLE  XL— OK  Assistancr. 

It  shall  be  considered  foul  for  any  comi)etitt)r  to  he  assist^*! 
by  any  one  during  a  race  when  such  assistance  necessitates 
t-ouching  the  competitor. 
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ARTICLE  XII. — OK  Accidents  and  Intkhfrrkncrs. 

In  cases  where  a  competit<^»r  meets  with  an  acci<lent  in 
ordinary  course  the  judges  may  not  interfere. 

If  an  accident  be  caused  by  the  friends  of  another  com- 
petitor in  assisting  him,  then  the  other  competitor  shall  be 
disqualified 

ARTICLE  XIII.— OP  TiMK  Bktween  Heats. 

In  all  races  in  heats,  where  the  distance  shall  be  200  yards 
or  less,  the  time  billowed  between  heats  shall  be  not  less  than 
two  minutes,  nor  more  than  five  minutes.  In  all  races  in 
heats,  where  the  distance  exceeds  200  yards  and  does  not 
exceed  half  a  mile,  the  time  allowed  between  heats  shall  l>e 
not  less  than  four  minutes,  nor  more  than  ten  minut<»s. 
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ARTICLE  XIV.~oF  Hour  of  Startino. 

The  judges  shall  decide  all  matters  of  time  connected  with 
starting. 

No  delay  after  the  appointed  time  for  starting  shall  l>e 
permitted  for  the  convenience  of  any  competit<)r. 

ARTICLE  XV.— OF  Objections. 

Any  ohjection  to  a  competitor  for  fouling  must  he  made 
within  five  minutes  after  the  conclusion  of  the  race. 

Objections  as  to  qualification^  entries,  ^c,  must  be  made  before 
the  start,  unless  the  fact  on  which  the  objection  is  based  was 
not  known  to  the  objector  at  the  time.  In  this  after  case, 
objections  may  be  made  within  forty-eight  hours  aft^u-  the 
race. 

This  does  not  apply  to  Sec.  4  of  Article  1 . 


ARTICLE  XVL— OF  Post  Extries. 

Post  entries,  except  for  club  or  consolation  races,  shall  not 
be  allowed. 

ARTICLE  XVII.— OF  Judges  Betting. 
Judges  must  not  bet  upon  a  race  over  which  they  presi<le. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. — OF  Decisions  and  Appeals. 

The  decisions  of  the  judges  on  matters  of  fact  is  final. 

A  club  shall  be  considered  the  best  judge  of  its  own  by- 
laws, qualifications  of  membership,  &c. 

From  the  decision  of  the  judges,  on  any  question  of  inter- 
preta.tion  of  law,  an  appeal  shall  lie  to  three  experts,  the 
appellant  selecting  one,  the  judges  another,  and  these  two 
deciding  on  a  third.     Such  appeal  must  l>e  declareil  at  once. 
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ARTI0L?4  XIX. — OP  DisTANCKS. 

In  races  in  heats  there  shall  Iw  no  distance  post  when  the 
course  is  less  than  440  yards. 

When  the  course  is  of  440  yards,  the  distance  post  shall  W 
\     «  50  yards  from  the  finish.     When  the  course  is  of  880  yards, 

I  the  distance  post  shall  l>e  80  yards  from  the  finish. 

If  a  competitor  shall  not  have  reached  the  distance  post 
by  the  time  the  winner  shall  have  reached  the  winning  post, 
8nch  competitor  shall  be  distanced,  and  must  not  start  for 
any  succeeding  heat  of  such  i-ace. 


ARTICLE  XX. — Measurbmknt  op  Track. 
The  track  shall  be  measured  three  feet  from  the  bushes. 
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ARTICLE  XXT. — Green  Runner. 

A  green   runner  is  one  who  has  never  won  a  first  prize  in 
anv  .suowsho<^  race.

RULES  OF  THE  RACING  BOARD. 

A.  Any  amateur  wilfully  competing  at  races  not  Htatcd  to 
ho  held  and  actually  held  under  the  ruIeH  of  the  lK)ard,  or  rules 
approved  by  the  board,  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  from  the 
racre  track  for  such  a  time  as  the  racing  board  may  determint^ ; 
and  amateurs  are  notified  that  to  eomi)ete  against  any  v'uV'v  who 
has  been  suspended  will  render  them  liable  ti*  the  same 
penalty. 

h.  The  racing  board  will  receive  and  pass  judgment  upon 
all  claims  for  records,  and,  if  required,  claimants  must  furnish 
a  statement  from  tlie  judges  and  time-keepers  of  the  meeting, 
together  with  a  sworn  statement  from  a  competent  surveyor, 
certifying  the  measurement  of  the  trac  k.  When  the  record  is 
proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  it  will  be  published  in 
the  official  organ,  and  stand  as  such  on  th6  books  of  the  board. 
No  record  made  at  a  meeting  not  governed  by  Association 
rules  will  be  considered.  No  reconl  made  on  the  Lord's  Day 
will  be  considered. 

C.  The  standard  of  measurement  adopted  by  the  board 
requires  that  a  track  shall  be  measured  on  a  line  drawn  not 
more  than  eighteen  int;hes  from  a  well-<iefined  and  continuous 
inner  curb  or  pole,  and  nf>  record  will  be  allowed  on  a  track 
otlierwise  measured. 

I).  The  iMxird  reserves  the  right  to  exclude  from  the  racing 
path  any  and  all  machines  which,  in  their  judgment,  do  not 
come  within  the  commonly  accepted  meaning  of  the  terms 
"bicvde  "  and  "  tricvcle." 
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K.  The  following  Dominion  ('luimpionHhips  have  Ixnm 
oHtablinhed ;  one  mile  and  five  mile  bicycle  ami  one  mile 
tricycle. 

Dominion  championshipHare  open  to  all  amateur  wheelmen 
of  Canada;  thetrophi(;H  filial  1  be  mtnlulH,  Htruck  e«ch  ye^r  from 
a  (leHiKU  approved  of  by  the  Board,  to  cost  in  no  case  more  than 
$50,  and  to  become  the  property  of  the  winner  each  year.  Ah 
8o<m  a8  possible  Riiitable  trophies  nhall  b<?  provided  to  be  held 
each  year  by  the  winners  of  t>  e  ('hampionships  and  upon 
which  each  winner's  name  shail  be  engraved.  Privileges  to 
hold  Provincial  championships  will  be  gmnted  to  clubs  or 
authorized  associations,  when  the  importance  of  the  meeting 
is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  rating  Ixmrd's  special  sanction, 
although  it  is  recommemled  that  not  more  than  one  racrc  be 
offered  tis  a  Provincial  championship  during  the  year,  and 
that  event  must  be  announced  at  least  one  month  in  advance, 
in  order  to  give  intending  contestants  ample  time  for  pre- 
paration. 

At  championship  races,  whether  Dominion  or  Provincial 
there  shall  l)e  no  limitation  in  the  choice  of  machines,  except 
in  the  case  of  such  machines  as  may  be  officially  barred  by 
tlie  board. 

F.  The  lK)ard  will  api)oint,  at  its  discretion,  one  or  more 
Association  handicappers,  who  will  for  a  stated  remunemtion 
fmme  the  handicaps  of  the  Assm^iation,  and  of  such  of  its 
associate  clubs  as  shall  <lesire  this  service  at  their  hands. 
Handicaps  and  position  in  class  races,  except  in  a  novice's 
race,  shall  be  based  on  the  abilities  as  well  as  records  of  the 
contestants  as  detailed  in  the  application  which  must  be 
complete  enough  for  the  purpose.  They  shall  be  framed 
before  the  day  of  the  race,  shall  appear  on  the  programme, 
and  shall  not  be  changed  during  the  meeting.

G.  No  competitor  in  aiimt«'ur  oventu  shall  accept  from  hJK 
own  club,  or  from  a  club  or  any  person  promoting  Kportn  at 
which  he  compet<'8,  or  from  any  cycle  maiinfactiircr  <)r  from 
any  such  Hource,  any  paym<!nt  for  his  expeuHCH.

TRACK  RULES. 

1.  Entries  and  awards  in  amateur  events  shall  be  con- 
fined strictly  to  amateurs,  and  persons  <mtering  for  these  mce«, 
who  are  not  members  of  bicycle  or  other  athletic  clubs  whose 
rules  of  membership  ex<;lude  professionals,  mtist  satisfy  the 
Executive  Board  that  they  are  not  professionals,  either  by 
their  own  stntements  in  writing  or  otherwise. 

2.  The  officers  of  a  race  meeting  shall  be  :  a  referee  ; 
three  judges  at  the  finish  ;  three  time-keepers  ;  one  starter  ; 
one  clerk  of  the  course,  with  assistants  if  necessary  ;  one 
scorer,  with  assistants  if  neci^ssary  ;  and  as  many  umpires  as 
may  be  necessary.  The  referee,  judgt^s.  and  clerk  of  the  course 
shall  constitut<'  an  Executive  Board. 

3.  The  referee  shall  havt;  general  supervision  of  the  race 
meeting.  He  shall  give  judgments  on  protests  received  by 
him  ;  shall  decide  all  (juestions  or  objections  respecting  foul 
riding,  starting  from  the  wrong  mark  or  such  like  oftenccs, 
which  he  may  be  personally  cognizant  of  or  which  may  be 
brought  to  his  attention  by  an  umpire  or  oth(^r  officer.  He 
shall  at^t  as  he  may  tliink  for  the  best  in  cases  of  misconduct 
by  attendants,  and  shall  disqualify  any  competitor  who  may 
become  liable  to  disqualification.  He  shall  decide  all  ques- 
tions whose  settlement  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  these 
rules.     His  decisions  in  all  cases  shall  be  final 
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4.  The  judgeH  hhall  itfcidu  thi-  puHitioiis  ut  thu  men  tit  the 
tiiiiKii.  Two  shall  Htaiul  nt  one  end  of  the  tape,  aiul  the  third 
rtt  the  other.  Oui^  Hhall  take  the  winner,  another  the  Hccond 
m«\n,  and  the  other  the  third  man  ;  they  shall  also  note  the 
distance  hetween  the  tirst  three  as  they  linish.  In  caHe  of 
disaj^reement  the  majority  shall  decide.  Their  decinion  an  to 
the  order  in  which  the  men  tinish  shall  bo  final  and  without 
appeal. 

5.  Each  of  the  three  timekeepers,  after  coraparin^^  their 
watches,  shall  time  every  event;  and  in  ca.se  of  disti^'reement, 
the  avemge  of  thu  three  shall  lie  the  ollii;ial  time.  Time  shall 
be  taken  from  the  Hash  of  the  pist<d. 

6.  The  scorer  shall  rconl  the  laps  made  by  each  com- 
petitor ;  the  order  «)f  the  men  at  the  linish.  and  the  time  as 
given  to  him  by  the  timekeepers.  Scorers  shall  have  such 
assistance  as  may  l)e  necessary. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  starter,  when  it  has  been 
reporte<i  to  him  by  the  clerk  of  the  course  that  all  he  com- 
petitors are  ready,  to  see  that  the  timekeepers  are  warned, 
and  before  starting  the  men  to  say  "  M<nint,''  in  a  few  seconds 
after  to  say  '•  Are  you  rea«ly  ?  '  and  if  no  reply  to  the  contrary 
be  given,  to  effect  the  start  by  report  of  pistol.  Should  the 
pistol  miss  tire,  the  start  will  be  made  at  the  word  "go." 
The  starter  may,  at  his  discretion,  put  brfck  to  a  distance  not 
e.Kcceding  10  yards  any  competitor  starting  before  the  signal 
is  given.  In  case  of  a  fals.'  start,  the  competitors  shall  be 
callctl  l>ack  by  the  starter,  and  re-started  Any  competitor 
refusing  to  obey  shall  at  once  be  dis(iualirted.  He  shall 
announce  to  the  competitors  the  distance  which  they  are  to 
run.  and  shall  indicate  the  commencement  of  the  last  lap 
by  ringing  the  bell  as  the  riders  ptiss  over  the  mark  for  the 
final  lap.     In  case  of  a  fall  within  ten  foet  of  the  scratch  line 
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the  tont(!.sUiutH  isIjhII    be   lecallcd  and  the  met;  tsuiitAJtl  ovei 
agHiti.    Time  handic.ijm  shuU  ])e  sUirted  by  the  word  '"go." 

8.  The  clerk  of  the  courKe  fihall  eall  competitors  in  ample 
time  for  each  event,  and  see  that  they  are  provided  with 
aumberH  properly  worn.  He  shall  report  the  conteRtants  to 
scorers,  see  that  thcjy  are  on  their  appointed  marks,  and  call 
t!'  M'  numbers  for  the  scorers,  as  they  cross  the  line  at  the 
end  of  each  lap. 

9.  It  shall  l>e  the  duty  of  an  umpire  to  st<ind  al^such  part 
of  the  field  as  the  referee  may  direct,  to  watch  closely  the 
riding,  and  immediately  after  ea -h  race  to  report  to  the  referee 
any  compititor  or  competiton;  whose  riding  hr,  may  cousid<;r 
unfair,  to  the  end  that  the  referee,  before  making  any  decision, 
may  be  credibly  informed  by  an  official  as  to  the  facts.  There 
shall  be  as  muiy  umpires  as  the  size  of  the  track  requires. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Board  to  adju- 
dicate ar.y  questionable  entry,  and  they  shall  have  the  power 
U)  make  any  alteration  in  the  program n»e  that  they  may  deem 
necessjiry,  or  to  disqualify  competitors  without  any  protest 
being  lo<lged  by  another  competitor. 

11.  No  person  whatt^ver  shall  be  allowed  insi<le  the  track 
♦except  the  ottic'ials.  Authorized  perst)ns  shall  wear  a  badge. 
Com[)etit^>rs  not  engaged  in  the  race  actually  ttiking  [)lace 
shall  not  be  allowed  inside  or  upon  the  track.  .   ^r 

12.  Any  ciuupetitor  making  a  false  entry  will  be  dis(|U!V- 
li  tied  and  debarred  from  any  place  or  prize.  .         • 

13  Ohoice  or  change  of  machine,  and  choice  of  costume 
are  not  limit  sd,  exe-ept  that  shirt  and  breeches  must  cover 
from  neck  to  knee.  In  races  distinctly  stated  on  the  pro- 
gramuK^  of  events  to  be  for  a  particular  class  of  macthine, 
this  rule  shall  not  apply  so  far  as  choice  or  change  of  machine 
in  coni'«'rned. 
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'  *  14.  Kvery  competitor  will  receivi;,  in  the  drehKing-riM»m,  a 
ticket  bearing  a  number  corrcKponding  with  his  number  on 
the  prognimme,  which  ticket  must  be  wt»rn  by  him  on  his 
ba<'k  during  the  race.  He  shall  inform  himself  of  the  times 
at  which  he  must  compete,  and  await  the  call  of  the  clerk  in 
tl^  dressing-room. 

15.  The  drawing  for  positions  in  each  event  shall  be  d(me 
by  the  promot<3rs  of  the  meeting  and  the  positions  of  the 
men  shall  appear  on  the  programme.  When  it  becomes 
necessary  t<>  draw  for  positions  on  the  grounds,  the  work 
shall  be  done  by  the  clerk,  and  st'irter  in  conjunction.  In 
heat  races  the  winner  of  the  first  heat  shall  take  the  pole 
in  the  next  succeeding  heat.  When  rac^s  are  run  in  heats 
and  a  final,  the  winner  of  the  fastest  heat  shall  tiike  the  pole 
in  the  final. 

16.  All  starts  will  be  from  a  stjiud-still,  with  the  left  hand 
ti>wards  the  curb  ;  and  the  machines  are  to  be  held  in  posi- 
tion by  an  attendant  (the  <lriv  ;r  touching  the  starting-line) 
until  the  signal  is  givt  n  by  the  starter.  Attendants,  when 
pushnig  off  ( ompetitors,  must  have  and  keep  both  feet  on  the 
ground  behind  th^  ttuirk  from  which  the  competitor  actually  starts. 
Sh<mld  the  attendant  overstep  that  mark  with  either  foot, 
while  touching  the  bicycle,  the  competitor  shall  Ikj  disquali- 
fied. Any  competitor  shall  be  at  liberty,  with  the  consent  of 
the  ref(!r(^e,  to  start  from  a  mark  behind  the  one  allot<;d  him 
in  the  race ;  but  in  such  case,  its  in  all  others  the  point  of  con- 
tiut  of  the  first  i)art  of  the  machine  with  the  ground  shall  be 
consi<l(ved  th<*  starting  mark,  whi<h  the  attendant  shall  not 
overstep.      There  shall  be  no  "  push  off  "  in  tricycle  races. 

17.  The  finish  of  all  races  shall  be  judged  by  the  first 
part  of  the  driving  wheel  whi' h  touches  the  tape  fastened  fiat 
on  the  gr(»und  at  the  winning-post. 
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18.  ttiders  muHt  pa«H  on  the  outside  (uuIohh  the;  man 
passed  be  dismounted),  ami  must  be  at  lea.st  a  cleai*  length  of 
the  bicycle  in  front  before  taking  the  inside.  The  inside  man 
must  allow  room  for  his  competitor  to  ])as8  on  the  outside.  A 
competitor  overtaking  another  may  pass  between  him  and 
the  pole  if  there  be  ample  room,  but  he  does  so  at  his  risk  ; 
and  should  a  foul  be  claimed,  the  referee  munt  decide  if  the 
rider  was  justified  in  his  course.  Riders  are  cautioned  that 
they  must  not  pass  in.ude  except  as  a  last  resort. 

19.  Any  competitor  guilty  of  foul  riding  will  be  disquali- 
fied and  debaired  from  any  place  or  prize. 

20.  Any  protest  against  a  competitor  respecting  his  quali- 
fication as  an  amateur  must  l>e  lodged  with  the  referee  ;  and 
any  protest  respecting  foul  riding  or  breach  of  rules  must  be 
made  to  the  referee  immediately  after  the  heat  is  finished.  A 
competitor,  upon  being  discjualified,  shall  forfeit  any  entry 
fees  he  may  have  i)aid. 

21.  Competitors  may  dismount  during  a  race  at  their 
pleasure,  and  may  run  with  their  bicycles  if  they  wish  to,  but 
they  must  keep  to  the  extreme  tmtside  of  the  path  whenever 
dismounted.  If  a  rider  be  dismounted  by  accident  or  to 
change  his  machine,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  a  push  off  in 
Ht,«irting  again,  but  an  attendant  may  hold  his  mjichine  while 
he  mounts  it,  and  he  must  st)  mount  at  the  extreme  outside 
of  the  path. 

22.  Clubs  may  reserve  the  right  to  reje(;t  any  or  all  entries, 
exc(?pt  entries  to  championships'  run,  under  their  uus{)ices. 

23.  The  officers  of  a  race  meeting  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  compete  in  any  nice  with  which  they  are  officially  connected. 

24.  A  novices'  race  is  open  only  to  those  who,  up  to  date 
of  event,  have  never  won  a  pri/.e,  excepting  in  a  club  con- 
ttist,  and  should  properly  be  the  first  race  of  a  meet. 
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25.  In  H  race  withont  hands,  the  start  shall  be  made  as 
usual.  Ten  seconds  from  the  time  of  starting,  the  starter 
shall  ring  his  bell,  and  this  shall  be  the  signal  for  the  riders 
to  take  their  hands  off.  The  competitors  must  then  ride  with 
tlie  arms  folded,  or  the  hands  and  arms  otherwise  kept  quite 
off  t)ie  machine.  Any  competit(3r  touching  any  part  of  his 
machine  with  his  hands  or  arms  shall  be  out  of  the  race.    • 

26.  In  slow  race,  a  straightaway  course  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  five  feet  in  width  should  be  marked  out  for 
each  competitor.  Any  competitor  who  rides  outside  of  these 
lines — to  be  judged  by  the  centre  of  the  driving  wheel — or 
who  comes  to  a  stand-still,  or  who  is  dismounted  9r  who  fails 
to  sttirt  at  the  signal,  shall  be  out  of  the  race. 

27.  In  a  lap  race,  the  position  of  each  rider  must  be  taken 
at  tht!  finish  of  ev:  .7  lap.  The  first  man  shall  count  a  num- 
ber e(iual  to  that  of  the  contestants  at  the  start,  the  second 
man  shall  count  one  less ;  the  third,  two  less,  and  so  on.  The 
competitor  who  scores  the  greatest  number  of  points  shall  be 
declared  the  winner,  whether  he  ride  the  whole  distance  or 
not. 

28.  The  contestants  in  a  run-jind-ride  race  shall  be  started 
on  foot  in  the  usual  manner,  and  umpires  shall  be  stjitioned 
on  the  track  at  the  mounting  and  dismounting  stations,  who 
shall  take  account  of  the  fairness  of  mounting  and  dismount- 
ing. Mounting  before  reac^hing  cr  dismounting  after  passing 
the  station  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  being  declared  out  of 
the  race. 

29.  Ignorance  of  any  of  the  foregoing  will  not  be  cou- 
sitlered  a  valid  excuse  for  violation. 
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RUGBY. 

1.  A  Duoi'  Kick  or  Drop  is  made  by  hitting  the  ball  fall 
from  the  handH,  and  kicking  it  tlie  very  instant  it  ri»e8. 

2.  A  Place  Kick  or  Place  is  made  by  ki(;king  the  Imll 
after  it  has  been  placed  in  a  nick  made  in  the  ground  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  it  at  rest. 

3  A  Punt  is  made  by  letting  the  ball  fall  from  the  hands 
and  kicking  it  i^bre  it  toviches  the  ground.  , 

4.  A  Flying  Kick  is  made  by  kicking  the  ball  from  the 
field  of  play,  without  touching  it  with  the  hands. 

5.  Each  Goal  shall  be  composed  of  two  upright  posts,  at 
least  1 3  feet  in  height  from  the  ground,  and  placed  1 8  feet  G 
inches  apart,  with  a  cross-l)ar  1 0  feet  from  the  ground. 

G.  A  Goal  can  <mly  be  obtained  by  kicking  the  ball  from 
the  field  of  play  direct  (i.  e.,  without  touching  the  ground  or 
the  dress  or  person  of  any  player  of  either  side)  over  the  cross- 
bar of  the  opponents'  goal,  whether  it  touch  such  cross-bar, 
or  the  posts,  or  not ;  but  if  the  ball  goes  directly  over  either 
of  the  goal  posts  it  is  not  a  goal.  A  goal  may  be  obtained  by 
any  kind  of  kick  except  a  jnmt. 

7.  The  ball  is  dead  when  it  rests  absolutely  motionless  on 
the  ground. 

8.  A  Touch  Down  is  when  a  player,  putting  his  hand 
u|X)n  the  ball,  on  the  ground,  in  touch  or  in  goal,  stops  it  so 
that  it  remains  detvd,  or  fairly  so. 

0.     A  Try   is   when   a  i)laycM'  makes  a  touch  down  in   his 
ipjionents'  goal. 
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10.  A  Rouge  is  when  a  player  inakeB  a  touch  doron  in  his 
own  poal,  or  wlen  the  hoXX  goes  into  touch  in  goal.  (See 
Law  23). 

11.  A  Sapkty  Touch  is  when  a  player  kicks  or  carries  the 
ball  fn>m  the  field  of  play,  and  he  or  one  of  his  own  side 
rouyes  it. 

12.  A  match  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  points, 
A  goal  kicked  from  a  try  shall  count  8  points,  and  from  the 
field  6  ;  a  try  shall  count  4  ;  a  safety- touch  2  ;  a  rouge  1.  A 
majority  of  2  points  to  decide  a  match,  but  if  only  rouges  be 
scored  there   must  be  a  majorityof  4  points. 

13.  A  Tacklk  is  when  the  holder  of  the  ball  is  held  by 
one  or  more  players  of  the  opposite  side. 

14.  A  ScKiMMAOK  takes  place  when  the  holder  of  the  ball, 
being  in  the  field  of  play,  puts  it  dcr.n  on  the  ground  in 
front  of  him,  and  all  who  have  closed  round  on  their  res- 
pective sides  endeavour  to  push  their  opponents  back,  and 
drive  the  l>all  with  their  feet  in  the  direction  of  the  opposite 
goal  line.  (See  Law  51.)  A  scrimmage  ceases  to  be  a  scrim- 
mage when  the  ball  is  in  touch  or  goal.  Passing  back  through 
the  scrimmage  shall  not  be  allowed,  but  shall  count  as  an 
of-skle  play.  -     •     v 

15.  A  player  may  take  up  the  liall  whenever  it  is  rolling 
or  bounding,  except  in  a  scrimmage.  '  .    * 

16.  It  is  not  lawful  to  take  up  the  V)all  when  (/far/ (See 
Law  7)  (except  in  order  to  bring  it  out  after  it  has  been 
touched  down  in  touch  or  in  goal)  for  any  purpose  whatever; 
whenever  the  ball  shall  have  been  so  unlawfully  taken  up  it 
shall  at  once  be  brought  back  to  where  it  was  so  taken  up 
and  there  put  down.  ,      - 

17.  In  a  scrimmage  it  is  not  lawful  to  t^>uch  the  Itall  with 
the  hand  under  anv  circumstances  whatever. 
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18.  It  is  lawful  for  any  player  who  has  the  ball  to  run 
with  it,  and  if  he  does  so  it  is  called  a  run.  If  a  player  runs 
with  the  ball  until  he  gets  behind  his  opponents'  goal  line 
and  there  touches  it  down,  it  is  called  a  run  in. 

19.  It  is  lawful  to  run  in  anywhere  across  the  goal  line. 

20.  The  goal  line  is  in  goal,  and  the  touch  line  is  in  touch. 

21.  In  the  event  af  any  player  holding  or  running  with 
the  ball,  being  tackled,  and  the  ball  fairly  heldy  he  must  at 
once  cry  dovm,  and  immediately  put  it  down.  The  ball  is 
fairly  held.,  (1)  when  the  holder  cries  down,  (2)  when  it  is  not 
moving,  (3)  when  more  than  two  hands  of  the  opposite  side 
are  on  the  ball.  In  any  of  these  cases  the  ball  shall  be  at 
once  scrimmaged  at  the  place  where  it  was  so  held. 

22.  If  when  a  player  is  holding  or  running  with  the  ball,  the 
ball  is  held  inside  his  opponents'  goal  line  before  he  touches 
it  down,  he  shall  score  a  try ;  if  inside  his  own  goal  line  it 
shall  count  a  safety  touch.  A  goal  cannot  be  kicktjd  from  a 
try  so  scored,  and  the  liall  shall  be  returned  into  play,  as 
provided  by  law  42. 

23.  Touch  in  Goal.  Immediately  the  ball,  whether  in  the 
hands  of  a  player  or  not,  goes  into  touch  in  goal,  it  is  at  once 
dead  and  out  of  the  game,  and  must  be  brought  out  as  pro- 
vided by  laws  41  and  42. 

24.  Every  player  is  on  side,  but  is  put  of  side  if  he  enters  a 
scrimmage  from  his  opponents'  side,  or  being  in  a  scrimmage 
gets  in  front  of  the  ball ;  or  when  the  ball  has  been  kickwi, 
touched,  or  is  being  run  with  by  any  of  his  own  side  behind 
him,  t.  e.,  between  himself  and  his  own  goal  line.  No  player 
can  be  off  nde  in  his  own  gOiU. 

25.  Every  player  when  off  side  is  out  of  the  game,  and  shall 
not  touch  the  ball  in  any  case  whatever,  either  in  or  out  of 


i 
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toiK'h  or  goal,  or  in  any  way  intorrupt  or  ob«tr!ict  any  playor 
until  he  is  again  on  side.  In  <  jihc  any  player  plays  the  l>all 
when  he  is  oft*  side,  the  <-aptain  of  the  opposite  side  /mi// 
claim  that  the  Ixill  ho  taken  Iwuk  and  put  down  at  the  plwHi 
where  it  was  last  played  before  tho  of  siile  play  occurred. 

26.  A  player  being  ofnule  is  put  on  sidf  when  the  bull  has 
l)een  run  five  yanls  with,  or  having  been  kicked  by,  or  having!: 
touched  the  dress  or  person  of  any  player  of  Mie  opposite 
side,  lias  moved  five  yaixls  ;  or  when  one  of  his  own  side  luw 
run  in  front  of  him  either  with  the  ball  or  having  kicke<l  it 
when  behind  him. 

27.  When  a  player  has  the  ball,  none  of  his  opponent**' 
who  at  the  time  are  of  .fide  may  commence  or  attempt  to  nni. 
trickle,  or  otherwise  interrupt  such  player,  until  he  has  run 
five  yards  or  taken  his  kick.  But  if  any  player  wlien  off  xide 
tHckles,  or  in  any  way  interferes  with  an  op[)onent  who  has 
the  ball  before  such  opponent  has  run  five  yards  or  taken  his 
kick,  the  captain  of  the  opposite  side  maif  claim  a.  free  kick  for 
the  player  so  interfered  with;  such  free  kick  shall  be  either 
a  punt  or  a  drop-kick  from  the  place  where  the  interterence 
took  place,  and  shall  be  taken  in  accordance  with  conditions 
in  Law  44.     Such  free  kick  shall  not  count  a  goal. 

28.  Throwing  Back.  It  is  lawful  for  any  play<;r  who  has 
the  ball  to  throw  or  pass  it  to  any  player  of  his  own  side  wln» 
is  at  the  time  on  side,  i.e.,  not  in  front  of  him. 

29.  Knocking  on,  i.  e.,  hitting  the  ball  forward  with  the 
hand,  and  throwing  forward  i.  e.,  throwing  the  ball  in  the 
direction  of  the  opponents'  goal  lint;,  are  not  lawful.  If  the 
ball  be  either  knocked  on  or  throwr  forward  the  captain  of  the 
opposite  side  may,  unless  a  fair  catc^h  has  been  made  (as  pr<v 
vided  by  tlie  next  law),  require  to  have  it  brought  l)ack  to  the 
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spot  where  it  was  ho  kiioikcd   or  tluown  on.  uiiii  there  put 
down. 

30.  A  Fair  Catch  is  a  «  atch  inii(I<;  (iirei't  from  a  kick  or  a 
throw  forward^  or  a  knock  on  by  one  of  the  oppoHite  Hide  pro- 
vided the  (»tcher  makes  a  mark  with  his  heel  at  tiie  spot 
where  he  has  m^ide  the  catch.  an«i  no  other  of  /*»>  own  suie 
toucli  the  ball.     (See  I^awK  4.'^  and  44.) 

.31.  Touch.  If  the  ball  goen  into  touch,  a  player 
on  the  aide  other  than  that  whose  player  last  touduHl  it  in  the 
field  of  play  must  bring  it  to  the  spot  where  it  crossed  the 
touch  line  ;  or  if  a  player,  when  rur  m^  with  the  ball  cross 
or  j>ut  any  part  of  either  foot  across  the  touch  line,  he  m  st 
return  with  the  ball  to  the  spot  where  tlie  line  was  so  crossed, 
and  thence  return  it  into  the  field  of  play  in  one  of  the  m<xles 
provideci  by  the  followinj^  Law. 

32.  He  must  then  himself,  or  by  one  of  his  own  side, 
either  (1)  bound  the  ball  in  the  field  of  play  at  right  angles 
to  where  it  crossed  the  touch  line,  and  then  run  with  it,  kick 
it,  or  throw  it  back  to  his  own  side;  or  {'!)  throw  it  out  at 
right  angles  to  the  toucn  line;  or  (;{)  walk  out  with  it  at  right 
angles  to  the  touch  line,  any  distance  not  less  than  five 
or  more  than ///i!<?«n  yards,  and  there  put  it  di)wn,  first  declaring 
how  far  he  intends  to  walk  out. 

33.  If  two  or  more  players  holding  the  ball  are  pushed 
into  touch,  the  ball  shall  belong  /?»  touch  to  the  player  who  first 
had  hold  of  it  in  the  field  of  phi;,  and  has  not  released  his* 
hold  of  it.  ' 

34.  If  the  ball  be  not  thrown  out  straight,  the  captain  of 
the  opposite  sidcmav  elaim  to  bring  it  out  as  in  Law  32. 

35.  A  catch  mafic  when  th<'  ball  is  thrown  out  of  touch  is 
not  a   fair  catch. 
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:«;.  Kk'k  ok'K  in  a  place  kick  from  the  cuiitre  of  the  tvUl 
of  phiy,  and  cannot  count  an  a  goal.  The  opposite  side  niiiHt 
Htand  at  hmst  fen  yards  in  front  of  the  ball  ui»til  it  han  been 
kicked.  If  the  ball  pitch  in  touch,  the  capt^iin  of  the  op|K)Hit*.i 
aide  null/  clain    io  have  it  kickc^l  off  again. 

:^7.  The  iMill  Khali  l>e  kicked  off  (1)  at  the  commencement 
of  the  game,  (2)  after  a  goal  has  been  obtained,  (:i)  after 
change  of  gualH  at  hali'  time. 

38.     Each  side  shall  play  from  either  goal  for  an  equal  time. 

3l».  The  captains  of  the  rcKpectivi!  Kides  shall  toHH  up  be- 
fore the  commencement  of  the  match.  The  winner  of  the 
to8H  shall  have  the  option  of  the  choice  of  goals,  or  the 
kick  off. 

40.  Whenev(!r  a  goal  shall  have  been  obtained,  the  side 
which  hjis  lost  the  goal  shall  then  kick  off.  When  goals  have 
been  changed  at  half  time,  the  side  which  did  not  kick  off  at 
the  commencement  of  the  game  shall  then  kick  off. 

41.  Kkjk  out  is  a  drofj-kicic  by  one  of  the  players  of  the 
side  which  has  luui  to  toucli  the  ball  down  in  their  own  goal 
or  into  whose  touch  in  goal  the  ball  has  gone,  (Law  23)  and 
is  the  mode  of  bringing  the  ball  again  into  play,  and  cannot 
count  as  a  goal.  ,  , 

42.  Kick  out  must  V)e  a  drop-kick,  and  from  not  more  than 
twentij-fiv  yardH  outside  the  kicker  s  goal  line;  if  the  ball  when 
kicked  out  pitch  in  toucli,  the  captain  of  the  opposite  side 
may  claim  to  have  it  kicked  out  again.  The  kicker's  side 
must  be  Ix-hind  the  ball  when  kicked  out ;  and  the  opposite 
sid  ■  may  not  obst.uct  such  kicker  within  2.j  yards  of  his  own 
g«Mil   line.

44.  After  a  /air  catch  hjis  heen  made,  the  opposite  side 
may  come  up  to  the  catcher's  mark  and  the  cat(^her's  nido 
retiring,  tlie  l)aH  sliall  lie  kicked  from  huch  mark  or  from  a 
spot  any  distnuce  heliind  it  in  a  straij^ht  line,  parallel  with  the 
touch  lines. 

45.  A  phkver  may  touch  the  hall  down  in  his  own  goal  at 
any  time. 

4().  A  side  having  touched  the  bull  down  in  their  opponents' 
goal,  shall  trjf  at  goal  in  the  following  manner.  One  of  the 
players  shall  bring  it  up  to  the  goal  line  i'l  a  straight  line 
{i.  e.,  parallel  to  the  touch  lines,)  from  the  spot  where  it  was

dro/)  kick  or  punt  after  a,  fair  catch,  as  soon  as  the  phiyer  having 
the  Iwill  e(»mraence8  to  run  or  offers  to  lick,  or  the  ball  has 
touched  the  ground  ;  but  he  may  always  draw  back,  and  unless 
he  lias  dropped  the  ball  or  aetually  touched  it  with  his  foot, 
they  must  again  retire  to  his  mark,  (see  Law  49.)

'  49.  In  case  of  a  yair  catch,  the  opposite  side  may  come  up 
to  and  charge  from  anywhere  on  or  behind  a  line  drawn 
through  the  mark  made  by  the  player  whohsis  made  the  (;atch. 
and  parallel  t.)  their  own  goal  line.  In  all  cases  the  kicker's 
side  must  not  be  before  the  ball  when  it  is  kicked,  and  may 
not  rhanfewniW  it  has  been  kicked.

If  nny  player  por8iat<'ntly  violates  any  of  the  laws  of 
the  pi&me  or  makes  any  unfair  or  rough  play,  tho  Referee  shall 
warn  him,  and  if  he  continue  the  Referee  may  rule  him  out  of 
the  game,  and  no  substitute  shall  be  allowed. 

54.  In  matches  where  Umpires  or  Referees  are  apjwint^d. 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  decide  any  disputes  which  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  enforce  the  laws  of  the  game.  When 
the  Umpires  disagree,  the  Referee  shall  l>e  api)ealed  t«,  whose 
decision  on  points  in  the  game  shall  be  final.  If  the  Captain 
of  either  side  challenge  ihv  construction  placed  upon  any  law, 
lie  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Canadia.n  Rucjbv 
FooTHALL  Union.
